History 


On January 1, 1918 a twenty-five bed hospital on the Texas Plains opened 
its doors and admitted its first patient. It was called the Lubbock Sanitarium. 
Doctors A. R. Ponton, J. T. Hutchinson and O. F. Peebler had realized the need 
for this institution and believing in the great future of this country, had at last 
begun their dreams for a medical center in Lubbock. 


A training school for nurses was chartered on January 25, 1918, and 
through the influence of Dr. Ponton, the first class of student nurses was moved 
here from the Post Training School along with the Superintendent of Nurses, 
Miss Mary Farwell. The first student was graduated in 1919. 


In July 1919, Dr. J. T. Krueger joined the staff. Dr. Ponton left the staff 
in May 1920, and in the same year Dr. M. C. Overton joined it. Patients were 
drawn to this hospital from all over the West Texas area until in 1925 it be- 
came necessary to enlarge the building in order to take care of the needs. Again 
in 1928 the hospital was enlarged to a capacity of 100 beds and the hospital 
became known for its specialists in medical and surgical diseases, pediatrics, 
disease of the eye, ear, nose and throat and obstetrics. In 1942 the hospital 
was again enlarged and with it the clinic was expanded to provide offices for 
a large staff of doctors. The name of the institution then became Lubbock 
General Hospital. 


On October 1, 1945, the Lubbock Memorial Hospital leased the building 
and equipment from the Lubbock General Hospital and took over the man- 
agement of the same including the school of nursing. The Memorial Founda- 
tion was created by Doctors Krueger and Hutchinson. 


Today the Lubbock Memorial Hospital stands as the oldest and largest 
hospital in Lubbock, having a bed capacity of 121, seventeen of which are 
bassinets. The present plans are to move to a new site in the suburbs of the 
city and there erect one of the most modern and complete hospitals in the 
United States. It will be eleven stories high and have a bed capacity of 225, 
thus continuing the original aim of meeting the needs of the people of West 
exas:
